FOR    THE    USE    OF    THE 


Yachting  Code  of  Signals. 


I.— THE   DAY  SIGNALS. 

THE  FLAGS  used  are  those  of  the  Roger s  Commercial  Code.  When  using 
the  Yachting  Code,  the  Club  Flag  will  serve  as  the  distinguishing  pennant, 
and  in  all  cases,  except  in  the  "preparatory  signals"  and  "numerals,"  it  must  be 
hoisted  over  the  signal  flags.  Answers  will,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  made  by  the 
flags  representing  Yes  and  No.  Except  in  the  case  hereinafter  noted,  every 
yacht  in  the  squadron  will  run  up  her  answering  pennant  as  soon  as  the  signal 
on  the  Flag-ship  is  understood,  and  will  keep  it  flying  until  the  signals  are  taken 
down. 

When  the  commanding  officer  desires  to  signal  a  particular  yacht,  the  num- 
ber of  the  latter  will  be  set  first,  and  the  remainder  of  the  squadron  will  be 
excused  from  attention  to  signals  until  another  gun  is  fired  on  the  Flag-ship. 

II.— THE   NIGHT   SIGNALS. 

The  signals  used  are  Coston's  Yachting  Signals.  The  night  Code  is  the 
same  as  the  day  code.     Signalling  at  night  will  be  done  as  follows : 


2  GENERAL    DIRECTIONS. 

First — A  rocket  will  be  sent  up  from  the  Flag-ship  (or  yacht  desiring  to 
signal  another)  to  attract  the  attention  of  the  squadron  (or  other  yacht). 

Second — The  signal  required  will  then  be  made  by  burning  in  rapid  succes- 
sion the  lights  representing  the  letters  composing  the  signal. 

Third — The  yacht  or  yachts  signalled  will  then  reply  with  the  "  answering 
signal "  light  to  indicate  that  the  signal  is  understood,  and  if  a  further  answer  is 
necessary  it  will  be  made  by  burning  the  lights  representing  the  letters  indicating 
the  answer. 

Fourth — A  yacht  meeting  another  yacht  at  night  can  ascertain  her  name, 
and  that  of  her  club,  by  first  burning  the  light  representing  the  "  Club  Signal," 
and  then  the  lights  indicating  her  number,  to  which  the  yacht  signalled  will  reply 
in  the  same  manner ;  but  in  all  cases  a  rocket  should  first  be  sent  up  to  attract 
attention. 

Care  should  be  taken  by  the  person  reading  a  night  signal,  not  to  look  at  the 
light  burning  on  his  own  yacht,  for  otherwise  he  will  find  it  difficult  to  distinguish 
the  colors  on  the  signalling  yacht. 


NOTE. 

The  "  preparatory  signals "  and  "  numerals "  will  be  made  without  the  club 
flag  over  them.  The  yacht  numbers  commence  with  N.  Names  of  places  com- 
mence with  P.  All  other  signals  with  the  club  flag  over  them  are  in  the  "  Squad- 
ron Evolutions  "  and  "  Conversational  Code."
